The area of operation must be sufficiently illuminated to allow both the remote PIC 
and VO to identify people or obstacles on the ground, or the remote PIC and VO must 
conduct a daytime site assessment prior to conducting operations that are the subject 
of this Waiver, noting any hazards or obstructions; 

I I The sUA must be equipped with lighted anti-collision lighting visible from a 
distance of no less than 3 statute miles. The intensity of the anti-collision lighting 
may be reduced if. because of operating conditions, it would be in the interest of 
safety to do so;

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Visual l ine of Sight Operations Special Provisions. sUAS operations may be 
conducted with the remote pilot in command using FPV, in lieu of visual line of sight, 
provided: 

12. At all times, at least one person who holds a remote pilot certificate under part 107 
must maintain visual line of sight (VLOS) ot the sUA in order to (1) know the sUA s 
location. (2) determine the sUA's attitude, altitude and direction of flight, (3) observe 
the airspace for other air traffic or hazards and (4) determine that the sUA does not 
endanger the life or property of another. The remote pilot maintaining VLOS may act 
as a required VO while the remote PIC, located within the base station vehicle, uses 
FPV while manipulating the controls, in lieu of VLOS. to operate the sUA; 

13. Communication between the remote PIC and the remote pilot maintaining VLOS, 
acting as a VO. must allow for the remote PIC to maneuver the sUA with sufficient 
time to perform necessary maneuvers to avoid other aircraft in accordance with § 
107.37. or react to any unforeseen operational or mechanical failure; 

14. As described in the waiver application, operations that are the subject of this Waiver 
must remain within VLOS of the remote pilot, acting as VO. at all times while the 
remote PIC. located within the base station vehicle, uses FPV while manipulating 
the controls, in lieu of VLOS. to operate the sUA; 

15. As described in the waiver application, prior to and during operations that are the 
subject of this Waiver, the “override” feature of the sUA must operate properly 
so that the remote pilot, acting as VO. has continuous control and override 
capability of the sUA while the remote PIC operates the sUA using FPV; 

16. As described in the waiver application, prior to conducting operations that are the 
subject of this Waiver, the remote PIC and the remote pilot acting as VO must 
maintain continuous full-duplex voice communication; 

17. As described in the waiver application, the remote PIC must fulfill the requirements 
of § 107.15(a) for all components of the sUAS; 

18. All sUA operations conducted in accordance with this Waiver must comply with the 
manufacturer User Manual, including recommendations and limitations; 

Operation of Multiple sUAS Special Provisions. sUAS operations with multiple sUA may be 
conducted, provided: 

P). Prior to conducting operations that are the subject of this Waiver, operational 
area obstacles and boundaries must be identified so as to avoid collision with, or 
damage to property; 

20. An individual system failure must not interfere with the operation of any othersUA 
or cause incidents, accidents, or loss of control involving any other sUA that are 
subject to this Waiver;

As described in the waiver application, operations are only permitted within a 
location closed to the general public, with a secured perimeter;

23. As described in the waiver application, prior to conducting operations that are the 
subject of this Waiver, the flight controller and the associated flight control system 
capability for each aircraft, operate properly: and 

24. Not less than 24 hours prior to conducting operations that are the subject of this 
Waiver, a Notice to Airmen (NOTAM) must be filed. The NOTAM must include 
location, altitude, and/or operating area, time and nature of the activity, and number 
of sUA flying in the operating area.
